Slie  had  sent  a letter  to  •4A3A  and  had  received  a reply  to  the 
effect  that  her  letter  v/as  being  referred  to  Right  Field,  and  then, 
of  course,  nothing  happened  for  a long  vmile.  She  see;nod  exbrer.'.Gly 
happy  and  very  grateful  to  have  a response:  ”very  glad  that  sonie- 
body  paid  attention”.  So  now  at  least  s’as  feels  that  her  tax 
money  does  some  good I 

The  sighting  v;as  actually  July  6,  19^5 > rather  than  July  7, 
because  she  got  out  her  diary  vrfrLle  I talked  with  her,  and  she 
knows  it  v/as  July  6 because  they  had  a frost  that  night.  How 
you  have  frosts  in  July,  I don’t  know,  but  she  says, they  did.  At 
any  rate,  the  sighting  v/as  as  follovrs: 

She’s  very  fond  of  v/atching  the  satellites  go  by  and  makes 
quite  a practice  of  v/atching  the  sky.  This  evening  she  watched 
^ho,  and  as  Echo  was  getting  tov/ard  the  zenith,  she  glanced  to  the 
west  qtiite  loi-/  on  the  horizon  ”from  about  as  low  as  possible*'  she 
saw  an  object  which  looked  very  much  like  Echo  but  perhaps  a 
little  brighter,  but  it  was  pulsing  as  though  somebody  wore  turning 
a riasVilight  oa  and  off.  It  vras  about  one  flash  per  second,  or 
somewhat  less.  Mo  other  colored  lights  visible.  This  object,  she 
said,  did  not  go  straight  across  the  sky  but  followed  the  circle 
of  the  heavens.  It  passed  quite  close  to  Echo,  There  v/as  no 
sound  v/hatever,  and  the  sky  v/as  very  clear.  It  traversed  the 
entire  sky  fram  west  to  quite  low  in  the  east,  so  total  of  perhaps 
150*^  in  less  than  a minute,  but  a meteor  is  completely  ruled  out 
here,  and  of  course,  so  is  a balloon.  The  v/inds  were  calm,  and  the 
3!;,y  was  very  clear,  as  is  consistent  vrith  having  a frost, 

.'■>he  v-/as,  hrw^ver,  positive  that  there  was  no  moon,  but  at  \ 

in,  the  moon,  oeing  at  first  quarter,  should  have  been  ' 

oouawhere  in  the  southwest.  She  doesn’t  roraeinber  the  stars  either, 
blit  she  did  say  the  slcy  was  very  clear.  Perhaps  she  just  took 
the  moon  and  stars  for  granted I 


Fraa  our  conversation,  I gathered  she  is  the  "salt  of  the  earth 
type,  not  boasting. any  particular  education,  but  tionetheless,  quite 
articulate  and  "down  to  earth  sensible".  She  wanted  to  know  v/hen 
she  could  see  the  coniett  The  light  did  not  vary  in  average  bright- 
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V/as  most  eijiphatic,  and  rapsatod  it  moiiy  tLv.es  ti'.at  siie  is  vei'^' 
familiar  with  both  props  and  jets  that  fly  by  and  v/ith  their  lights 
and  v/ith  their  motions,  and  that  this  definitely  v;as  not  a plans. 
Furtlicmorc,  she  says  planec  fly  straight  across  the  sky  atad  do 
not  follov/  "the  circle  of  the  heavens”.

Observer  was  outside  looking  at  the  sky  at  approxiinately  2130  when  she 
noticed  an  object  which  first  looked  like  a shooting  star^  but  the  flight  was 
flashing  on  and  off.  ECHO  I was  visible  in  the  sky  at  this  time  and  this 
object  moved  in  orbit  across  the  sky  passing  ECHO  as  it  crossed  the  zenith. 
The  object  disappeared  in  the  East  after  having  been  visible  for  less  than  a 
minute.  Its  size  was  coo^arable  with  a star  and  was  pulsating  as  though 
somebody  was  turning  a flashlight  on  and  off.  It  was  about  one  flash  per

second,  or  somewhat  less.  There  were  no  other  colored  lights  visible.  There 
was  no  sound  whatever,  and  the  sky  was  very  clear.  It  traversed  the  entire 
sky  from  west  to  quite  low  In  the  east,  a total  of  perhaps  150°  in  less  than 
a minute.

Due  to  the  reported  data  a meteor  and  a balloon  is  completely  ruled  out. 
The  observer  was  positive  there  was  no  moon,  but  at  2130  the  moon,  being  at 
first  quarter,  should  :::ave  been  in  the  southwest.  The  observer  was  positive 
that  the  object  was  not  an  aircraft  because  she  can  definitely  Identify  such. 

The  statement  that  the  objects  followed  the  "circle  of  the  heavens"  was

stressed  by  the  witness.  Due  to. the  available  information,  the  case  is 
carried  as  unidentified  by  the  Air  Force.  A satellite  is  a logical  explana*

Sorry  I can»t  identify  this  for  you,  but  the  vrocnan's  story 
i^as  simple  and  straightfon-rard  and  not  at  all  complicated.  She 
savr  a pulsating  light  go  from  thevje stern  to  eastern  horizons  in 
less  than  a minute.  Had  it  been  as  slo\>r  as  iLcho,  she  said,  she 
vfoxild  have  mistaken  it  for  Echo,  except  that  this  was  pulsating 
rapidly.  Meteors,  even  if  this  were  a possible  e:j:planation,  do 
not  flash  on  and  off  like  a flashlight  being  clicked  on  and  off, 
so  I don^t  know  where  we  are. 

One  of  the  outstanding  things  in  this  sighting  is  the  repetition 
of  the  fact  that  the  object  followed  ”the  circle  of  the  heavens" 
and  did  not  cross  the  sky  in  a straight  line.  I neglected  to  ask 
her  how  close  to  the  zenith  it  passed,  but  will  drop  her  a note  and 

clarify  that  point. 

This  sighting  is  similar  to  the  McKeesport,  Ponnsylvania 
sighting  v/hich  vras  made  the  previous  night,  except  that  those 
lights  were  quite  slow  moving.  Just  a case  of  too  many  lights 
in  the  sky  that  don^t  belong  there 1 
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
